Dear Mr. Cohen: 

Z an responding to your deposition subpoena to The Gerald 
Armstrong Corporation (TeeGceAck) received yesterday. 

One day'e notiee is fright rally inadequate, no take the day 
off because co one from ny office will he at your office at 
vitchever hour you are. 

I will be gone all newt week so ve will have to reschedule 
for soae tine beyond that. 

Zt is very possible that Z will be out of the country in the 
week following. X expect to confirm those travel plans in the 
next week and will advise you. It would be best therefore to 
reschedule the deposition for the week of January 29. 

I am also in the process of attempting to retain an attorney 
for the bankruptcy and the state cases, and this little time 
should give me the opportunity to do so. I can assure you that Z 
have communicated about ay life and litigation with Scientology 
to as many lawyers as ay resources have allowed, and Z will 
continue to do so until this dangerous conflict is ended for all 
of us. 

Before z produce any of the requested documents X must 
obtain from the organization an agreement that no enforcement 
actions will be taken until all the litigations, including 
appellate actions have been completed, otherwise, hardly any of 
the requested documents can be produced. I'm sure that if you 
were in my shoes end had a cult like Scientology and lawyers like 
Andrew Wilson end Laurie Bartilaon making all sorts of ghastly 
threats, you would want to, as judge Sohigian said, cut the dack, 
as well ee find out what game the devil was trying to sucker you 
into playing. 
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Please forward such a proposed agreement for ay approval at 
your earliest convenience. 

Also, will you please respond to my queries to Hr. Wilson in 
my letters of January 3 and t concerning whether a final judgment 
in the state ease has been signed by Judge Thomas. Z checked in 
the office of the clerk and the latest file was missing, so Z 
have to depend on your organization serving me with a copy once 
it ie signed.
